A DangoroiiK Storm Coming—Storm Cen- 


ters—Cause of Weatlier Change*. 
Copyrighted IBS-l by W. T, Foster, 


'8T, JOSEPH, Mo., .March 10.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from 
March 12th to 16th and the next will 
reach the Pacific Coast about the 17th, 
cross the western mountains by close 
of the 18th, the great central valleys 
from 19th to 21st and the Eastern 
States about the 22nd. 


This storm will be of wide extent, a 


dangerous storm especially in and east 
of the Mississippi Valley. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains about the 17th, the 
great central valleys about the 19th 
and the Eastern States about the 21st. 
The cool wave will cross the western 
mountains about the 20th, the great 
central valleys about the 22nd and the 
Eastern States about the 24th. The 
cool wave will be most severe in the 
great central valleys about 21st or 
22nd and will cause blizzards in some 
places. 


THIRD-CLASS LOWS. 


We have forfr permanent highs cov- 


ering the north and south Pacific and 
Atlantic oceans; also two north and 
two south magnetic poles. Through 
these six the earth inhales the ether of 
space and through them principally 
come the influences from the sun, 
moon and planets which cause the 
changes in our weather. 


Permanent lows hang over the north 


and south poles of the earth, over 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans at 
the earth's equator, over the Behring 
Sea and over Iceland and a large space 
surrounding it. Through these per- 
manent lows the ether escapes from 
the-earth, and goes into space. This 
movement of the ether is called elec- 
tricity and it keeps our atmosphere 
constantly in motion. 


The transient high and low barome- 


ters constitute the third-class. They 
move around the earth north of 20 de- 
grees south latitude. These lows with 
heir accompanying highs are the im- 
mediate causes of rain and snow. 


The lows are called storm centers 


and this conveys a correct idea for the 
countries of the United States and 
Canada lying east of the Rockies, but 
an erroneous idea for many other 
countries. 


A low is a storm center when it enters 


a permanent high, but it is the high 
that comes the storm center, or rather 
the storm wave, when they enter the 
permanent low. The transient low and 
high move together around the earth 
and it is the difference between them 
and the surrounding conditions of the 
atmosphere that causes the extreme 
and sudden changes in the weather. 


A periodical high covers the United 


States in winter and the lows cause the 
principal 
precipitation because the 


greatest difference in pressure then 
occurs between thse transient lows and 
the surrounding high. But in summer 
the highs cause the principal precipi- 
tation because the-periodical l"w then 
covers the continent and the steep 
gradient, as the difference in pressure 
is called, occurs between the high and 
the surrounding general low. 


Just here it will require careful 


thinking not to get bewildered in 
these terms. While the transient low 
is the rain or snow maker in winter at 
the same time its mate and accompany- 
ing high is the ruling force, because 
the sun is south of the equator. The 
transient low is always the ruling force 
on that side of the earth's equator 
where the sun is, at the time, located 
and the transient high is the ruling 
force on that si3e of the earth's 
equator opposite the sun's location. 


From first of April to first of 


October, the summer months, the 
transient high barometer is the rain 
maker and the low is the directing force 
ol the storms, and during the balance 
of the year, the winter months, the 
transient lows cause the precipitation 
and the highs direct the movemens of 
the storms. 


The above applies only to those parts 


of this continent that are covered by a 
periodical low in summer and a peri- 
odical high in winter and therefore 
does not apply to Florida and coun- 
tries near the mouths-of the St. Law- 
rence and Columbia rivers. 


The countries near the mouth of 


the St. Lawrence are constantly under 
the influence of the permanent Ice- 
landic low, while Florida and the coun- 
tries near the mouth of the Columbia 
have regular rainy and dry seasons. 


CAUSE OF WEATHER CJMNOES. 


Through the three classes of high 


and low barometers, which I have dis- 
cussed in several recent bulletins, the 
earth receives the magnetic influence 
of the sun, moon and planets and 
these influences cause all our weather 
changes. 


The remainder of the information 


along this line is my secret, not yet 
worked out. The liberal patronage I 
am receiving, however, has enabled me 
to employ an assistant and we are go- 
ing to the bottom of planetary meteor- 
ology as rapidly as time and our ener- 
gies will permit. 


Our plan of work is to take the of- 


ficial weather records of the United 
States and of other countries and by 
these records put all my theories, not 
already tested, through a comparison 
with these official records. 


In October, 1891, Prof. Frank H. Big- 


elow was appointed as professor of 
meteorology in the national weather 
bureau at Washington. He is an able, 
competent, finished scholar and baa 
stood alone as an advocate of solar 
meteorology. His theories are close 
akin to mine but do not extend to tbe 
moon and planets. His work is valna- 
ble in that he is placing on record 
many facts in reference to solar electro

magnetism that will be of great valae 
to planetary meteorologists. 


Bat I believe he will fail to establish 


Long-range forecasts by his calculations 
because he does not go deep enough to 
find the real causes. 
^Te and the 


weather bureau have in their support 
all the money and appliances that 
could be desired. They are paid for 
their work by the government and of 
coarse they must publish the results 
of their investigations. 


I know that I have discovered the 


long hidden secrets of nature as to the 
cause of weather changes and if the 
public will bear with an occasional 
error till I have time to work out the 
results of the complicated causes I will 
give them such wonderfully correct 
forecasts of .coming weather events as 
the wisest veather heads have never 
dreamed of. 


"WHAT THE 
SI1VEK STATE SAID. 


Just to Jog the "Gazette's" Memory.

" For the benefit of the Reno Gazette, 


which is an " international bimetallist" 
because H arrison says it is the " proper 
thing you know," the Silver State will 
say that it is proud to be termed a 
friend of that noble band of freemen 
that are battling for Nevada and the 
nation's life, namely the Populists. 
This paper was the first paper in the 
campaign of 1892 to declare that the 
only candidate that an honest voter in 
Nevada could support would be the 
nominee of the Omaha convention, and 
that was before either the Republicans 
or Democrats had held their national 
conventions, but the handwriting on 
the wall was so plain that any one 
could read that the nominees would be 
either Harrison and Cleveland, or some 
other goldbug equally as bitter against 
silver, hence the stand taken by us 
then and which has not changed one 
iota since then, the Gazette or any one 
else to the contrary. We look upon 
the Silver party of Nevada as simply a 
faithful ally of the People's party of 
the nation—the only national party to- 
day on the face of God's green earth 
that is not ashamed to come out and 
say that it believes in the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to -1. Nc

about 


that. So far as Harrison and Cleve- 
land are concerned, in the language of 
Senator Stewart, they are " both tarred 
with the same stick " and although we 
vnted for Harrison once, we know we 
have been forgiven for the sin, as we 
have repented and sincerely too, long 
ago. 
We believe he is the more dan- 


gerous enemy of the two. Cleveland 
has at least the manhood to declare 
himself an open enemy whilst Harrison 
poses as a " bimetallist" when he comes 
west and when in New York is as deep 
dyed a goldbug as Cleveland. Yes, we 
respect Cleveland the more because 
we can respect a man that at least 
comes out openly and declares him- 
self, even if we cannot agree with him, 
but when any man or paper is first 
one thing and then another, and no 
one knows where to find him, or it, we 
can find no language too strong t- ex- 
press our disgust. 


"Just to jog the Gazette's memory, as 


it must surely have forgotten the fact, 
although the people have not, in the 
last campaign it supported Senator 
Stewart.as a candidate for reelection— 
that is, it filled up its editorial columns 
one day with praise of the Senator and 
the next day came out with redhot arti- 
cles for the Republican legislative can- 
didates, who everybody knew were 
against the Senator—and further, in its 
accounts of the Silver party meetings 
It spoke very highly of the sentiment 
expressed by Mr. Newlands, while it 
could not find language strong enough 
to condemn the same sentiments ex- 
pressed by Mr. Wren from the same 
platform. 
" A newspaper that can suit its edi- 


torial columns for any condition or sit- 
uation, as the Gazette has in the past 
and can do no doubt in the future, 
should at least admire steadfastness in 
a contemporary that "hews to the 
line," even if it does not agree with it. 
All the nnsubsidized papers in Ne- 
vada are working in perfect unanimity 
and in line for the success of the Silver 
party, and will carry that party to vic- 
tory this year by a larger majority than 
in the year of 1892—and don't you for- 
get it. 


THE BIG PCGItlSTS. 


A Comparison of the Physical Propor- 


tions of Corbott and Jackson.

debts due them, and advanced money 
to pay all his debts at Spokane, they to 
receive all the goods of McConnell now 
in the hands of a receiver and out of 
the proceeds pay $7,000 due members 
of McConnell's family. It is claimed 
that McConnell turned over to the re- 
ceiver for the benefit of all his creditors 
property of the value of $5,000 more 
than bis debts, considerable of which 
has si ace been sacrificed. We would 
not be surprised if McConnell is offered 
a partnership interest in the old firm 
of Sloan & Co. His reputation in 
Washington is universally declared to 
be that of an honest young man.

of Water So Vut. 


The Pacific is tho great ocean of onr 


planet. In comparison with it the 
north Atlantic is a mere strait and the 
Indian ocean nothing more than the snb- 
merged bench of a congeries of drowned 
islands. Along the line of 70 degrees 
sonth latitude the width of the Pacific ie 
135 degrees of longitude, over one-third 
of the circumference of the globe. Be- 
tween it and the south polar continent 
nothi'itr intervenes. Its northern ex- 
Irunrly v/aspiobabiy at one time ronnd- 
ed off by the conntry which is now di- 
vided between Alaska and Siberia. 
When tho glacial masses moved to tho 
pole, the polar cnrrent clove its way 
through Behring straits and interposed 
Behring sea between the Pacific and 
tho polar ocean. 


It presents every form of ocean geog- 


raphy, At the two extremities it is shal- 
low. 
There is a bench running along 


the Aleutian islands into the gnlf of ' 
Alaska which comes within 100 fathoms 
of the bnrface, with occasional holes so 
deep that no apparatus can find the bot- 
tom and be recovered without breaking 
the wire, and there is a corresponding 
bench in the southwest portion of the 
sea west of the meridian of 180 degrees 
where 100 fathoms is also the average. 
Between this last bench and the latitude 
of 38 degrees north there is a range of 
submarine rocky mountains with steep 
cliffs and sharp descents. Three or feur 
distinct rncmiitain ridges with from two 
to three miles of water between them 
have been counted between the Ha- 
waiian Islandu and Australia. 


On the Pacific can be found every va- 


riety of temperature and meteorology. 
Ont ot Behring sea pours the icy cnr- 
rent which cools our shore in summer; 
from the equator flow summer currents 
warmer than the Atlantic gulf stream, 
tyhile tho currfant which sweeps around 
fus south capo of Tasmania bears on its 
bosom the longest icebergs ever seen. 
As its naiuo indicates, it is a pacific 
ocean, swept by gentle trade winds, but 
the most terrible typhoons described in 
meteorological records have varied the 
chronicles of its placid surface. 


On a sea of such extent circle sailing 


must become a mntter of moment. The 
Canadian steamers, sailing from Yoko- 
hama in 85 degrees to Victoria in 49 de- 
grees, cross the meridian of 160 degrees 
in 52 degrees, having covered 4,200 
miles on tho voyage, while the Pacific 
Mail steamers, sailing by what appears 
on tbe map to be the straight line, have 
to cover 4,790 miles between San Fran- 
cisco and Yokohama. Assuming the 
vessels to be eqnal in speed and to steam 
at the usual rate of seagoing steavjerp 
on the Pacific, the Canadian line enjoys 
an advantage of about 36 hours over 
the American lines. This is reduced al- 
most to nothing when our ships purase 
the northern course and tahe the advan- 
tage of circle sailing.—San Francises

CHEAP DIAMONDS. 


Universal nnrd Times Said to 13e Unsct- 


tllne the Slarket For tho Sparklers. 


It will not be surprising if the tiniver 


sal hard times cause a great crash in tho 
diamond market. It is well known that 
the great syndicate -which has controlled 
tho price of precious stones in the past 
few years finds the enormously increased 
production, combined with the steadily 
shrinking market, a very difficult condi- 
tion to deal with. 


Cecil Rhodes, the virtual king of South 


Africa, told the stockholders of the con- 
solidated Do Beers mines at Cape Town, 
on Thursday, that the cause of the pres- 
ent depression in the diamond trade was 
to be found in America, which took one- 
third of the world's production. 
These 


mines have long been the greatest pro- 
ducers, but one of the two other South 
African companies has recently much in- 
creased its output in spite of the control 
exercised by the syndicate. It is now pos- 
sible to obtain small diamonds in London 
at astonishingly low figures. No cutting 
of prices has yet been made by reputable 
jewelers in tho retail trade, but the sup- 
ply of small stones is so enormous that 
those who know the ropes can buy them 
at 20 to 50 per cent of the prices of 
18D3.
